“In this day and age,” Judge 
Kenyon continues, “when @ mar- 
ried woman is exercising every civ- 
il and political right, and when the 
world is progressing toward more 
enlightened administration of jus- 
tice, to say that a wife cannot tes- 
tify in favor of her husband in a 
critninal case becalise of some rule 
of 1789, which should be obsolete, 
is in the opinion of the writer an 
absurdity and relic of legal bar- 
barism, which should no longer be 
recognized. Such a rule does not 
fit present conditions.” 

Cites Rose Case Decision. 

Judge Kenyon then cites a de- 
cision of the United States Su- 
preme Court, in the so-called Rosen 
case, stating that “the dead hand 
of the common law rule of 1789 
should no longer be applied.” This, 
however, was in relation not to the 
competency of husbands and wives 
as witnesses, but to the disqualifi- 
cation of a witness who had been 
convicted of a felony. Justice 
Holmes, in a later decision, cites 
the Rosen decision, as meaning that 
the common law rule of 1789 is not 
conclusive as to rules of evidence 
generally. 

However, the United States Su- 
preme Court, in the Jin Fuey Moy 
case, said, “the rule that excludes 
a wife from testifying for her hus- 
band is based on her interest in the 
event, and applies irrespéctive of 
pe kind of testimony she might 
give.”

LONDON, Sept. 26.—The Foreign 
Office issued a warning to the pub- 
lic yesterday against renewed ef- 
forts to attract the interest of 
gullible persons in the alleged pos- 
sibility of securing estates in Amer- 
ica worth millions of dollars.

co-operate internally within states 
that maintain a prohibition system 
and to protect such states from 
importation of liquor from with- 
out. On the other hand, the evil 
in national prohibition lies largely 
in the compulsion sought to be 
placed upon states which do not 
desire the prohibition system. We 
favor the restoration to each state 
of the authority to deal with the 
liquor problem in accordance with 
the wishes of its vitizens. ; 

“To this end we favor the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment, 
providing that simultaneously and 
as part of the new amendment a 
provision is adopted outlawing and 
forbidding everywhere in the Unit- 
ed States the saloon system and 
its equivalent, the private traffic 
in intoxicating beverages for pri- 
vate profit, and, further, guaran- 
teeing Federal co-opération and 
assistahce to states which have 
prohibition in whole or in part.” 


Plank Condemns Corruption. 


In addition to the plank regard- 
ing prohibition, the platform as 
presented to the convention at- 
tacked the Democratic State ad- 
ministration for “inefficiency and 
waste” and condemned “corrup- 
tion” in the Democratic controlled 
cities of Albany and New York, in 
addition to touching upon numer- 
ous State issues. ; 

While dealing with the subject 
of municipal corruption, the party 
promises adoption of laws “to ter- 
minate the tenure of party office 
or public office of any official who, 
called upon too testify regarding 
public acts, invokes his constitu- 
tional privilege and refuses to an- 
swer.” 

On waterpower there is a prom- 
ise for speedy solution on sound 
economic principles; on utilities, an 
indirect promise to add the bills 
vetoed last winter by Gov. Roose- 
velt to the list of those enacted 
into law at that time.

Working Night and Day.

Edward Ryan told the jury his 
elder brother walked into the tire 
shop and began cursing Bernard, 
apparently without provocation. 
“The first thing I knew he was 
stabbing at Barney with a knife,”’ 
Edward said. “Barney tried to 
push him away and I jumped in to 
pull them apart. Jim grabbed me 
and dragged me outside where he 
held me upside down and tried to 
pound my head on the sidewalk. 
He let me fall and then I heard two 
shots.” ; 
The slayer, called to the stand, 
exclaimed, “I’m going to plead 
guilty!” Hig parents and sisters 
cried out and Lennon explained 
to him that he was not required to 
say anything.

A miniature artificial moon, a 
globe 15 inches in diameter, is set 
up in a clearing in the pines on 
Mount Wilson, alongside the great 
100-inch telescope. The clearing 
resembles an“open air theater. 

At night, moon photographs are 
projected with a 1000-candlepower 
beam upon the globe. The globe 
glows realistically in the black 
shadows of the pines, but with a 
| thousand times the detafl seen by 
the eye looking at the real moon. 

The astronomers can step off 
to one side and photograph this 
artificial moon just as if it were 
the real one. But it is no ordinary 
photography. ‘ 

The pictures from the aside 
straighten out the distortion pho- 
tographs of shapes of craters and 
peaks near the edge of the moon. 
This rectification is useful to 
geologists in determining whether 
these topdégraphical features were 
caused by volcanic action, .me- 
teors or sométhing else. Pictures 
of the real moon can be projected 
section by section in their proper 
positions en the artificial - moon, 
and then rephotographed te build 
up a correct map. 

Old moon pictures also will be 
projected, showing the satelite as 
it appeared 50 and 75 years ago.

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Newly Completed $27,500,000 System Sup- 
plies Close to 500,000 Consumers—Two 
~ Lines Insure Continuous Supply.

The hewly completed natural gas 
system that serves San Fraficisco, 
28 well as the other principal cities 
and towns of Central and North ern. 
California, represents an  invest- 
ment by the Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co. of $27,500,000. It comprises 
more than 750 miles of intercon-’ 
nected high-pressure transmission | 
pipe lines, forming a network over 
20 counties and supplying close to 
500,000 consumers. Present con- 
sumption over this territory runs 
around 85,000,000 cubic feet a day 
and is steadily mounting. _ 

- The: system draws its supply of 
netural gas from two sources in 
the San Joaquin Valley oil fields, 
the Kettleman Hills fields, approxi- 
mately 200 miles south of San 
Francisco, and the Button Willow 
fields, 50 miles beyond Kettleman 
Hills. Extensive geological agentes 
veys at both fields disclose almost 
incalculable supplies of natura! 
gas. Two main feeder pipe lines 
tap the Kettleman Hills gas welis 
and both are connected with a 16- 
inch line from Button Willow to 


Kettleman. 

.- Feeder Lines. 

One feeder is known as the 

coast line because it traverses the 
coast counties. It.,runs northward 
from Kettleman Hills to Milpitas, 
at the southern tip of San Fran- 
cisco Bay. There it forks, one 
branch running up the west side of 
the bay to San Francisco and ad- 
jacent communities, and the other 
ruhning along tte east side of the | 
bay to Oakland, Berkeley, Alame- 
da, Richmond and® neighboring 
cities. Including both forks but 
not counting branches in other sec- 
tions, the coast dine is 230 mites” 
long and the pipe ranges in size 
from 22 inches to 16 inches. 
The other feeder, the valley line, 
was built jointly by the Pacific 
Gas & Electric Co; and the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of California. -It con- 
sists of 119 miles of 26-inch pipe, 
26 miles of 24-inch pipe and 55 
miles of 22-inch, a total of 200 
miles, exclusive of branches. Con- 
struction of the 750-mile network 
commenced on the coast line in the 
first week of February, 1929, and 
was completed in slightly more 
than 18 months. The coast line 
was finished in about six months, 
supplying natural gas to outlying 
sections of San Francisco and Oak- 
land, as well as ¢o0 many cities be- 
tween the bay region and Kettle- 
man Hills. 

San Francisco and the east bay 
cit'es, however, were not supplied 
with natural gas until completion 
of the valley line provided an al- 
ternate source of supply, because it 
was deemed unwise to make the 
change in the larger centers before 
there were two lines to guarantee 
uninterrupted service in case of a 
break in one of them. 

Readjusting Gas Appliances. 

The work of introducing natural 
gas into San Francisco started on 
Feb. 24 and kept 925 men busy for 
75 days. The company began by 
dividing the city into 11 sections, 
varying in size from 5000 to 77,000 
consumers, and completed one sec- 
tion before moving on to the next. 
The change required the readjust- 
ment of every gas appliance in San 
Francisco. Since natural gas has 
1150 British thermal heat units, as 
compared with 550 in manufac- 
tured gas, and only half as auch 
of it is required for any given pur- 
pose. Every orifice, therefore, had 
to be reduced in size andthe air

together the adjusters changed 
346.378 appliances for 192,389 do- 
mestic consumers and readjusted 
all the gas burning equipment in 
4475 industrial establishments. The 
automobiles used on the job cov-~- 
ered 83,137 miles in the 75 days 
and there were 28,369 telephone 
calis in connection with the work, | 
mostly requests by customers for 
preferential treatment. 

Altogether this work cost the Pa- 
cific Gas & Electric Co. more than 
$500,000 in San Francisco alone. 
Meanwhile, a similar task of al- 
most equal proportions was pro- 
ceeding in the transbay cities of 
Oakland, Berkeley, Richmond and 
Alameda. 

Cuts Bills $7,000,000 a Year. 

Benefits to the public began at 
once. Consumers in the bay coun- 
ties are saving $7,000,000 a yeaf on 
their gas bills, on the basis of rate 
reductions and the increased effi- 
ciency of the new fuel. For exam- 
ple: The old schedule for manu- 
factured gas, of 550 heat units, 
was 90 cents a 1000 cubic feet for 
the first 10,000; 79 cents a thousand 
for the next 20,000, and 73 cents a 
thousand for the next 40,000. The 
schedule for natural gas, of 1150 
heat units, is 85 cents a thousand 
for the first 5000; 75 cents a thou- 
sand for: the next 25,000 and 60 
cents a thousand for the next 170,- 
000, plus a service charge. of 60 
cents a month. 

As it works out, the large homes 
using the equivalent of 5000 cubic 
feet a month of manufactured’ gas 
pay $2.60 in stead of $4.59. From 
that point on the saving to con- 
sumers is 50 per cent or more. 

Industries have found natural 
gas much more economical than 
other fuels. The schedule for fac- 
tories of average size runs as tow 
as 50 cents a 1000 cubic feet, de- 
pending on the quantity used. The 
average rate is 40 per cent cheaper 
than for manufactured gas and the 
lowest rate results in a saving of 
50 per cent. 

Big Saving to Large Users. 

Very large plants, with huge 
bofier installations, can do better 
still with what is known as sur- 
plus gas—the gas the pipe lines 
carry over and above the amount 
necessary for regular use. It is 
supplied to big industries on con- 
tracts that guarantee ‘unusually 
large consumption but which are 
subject to cancellation . whenever 
the regular service demands come 
up to the capacity of the line. On 
that basis, the rate drops as low 
as 14 cents a 1000 cubic feet. A 
totaB of 226 large plants already 
have signed up for surplus gas. 
most of them in metropolitan San 
Francisco, and its use in these 
plants replaces more than 2,000,- 
000 barrels of fuel oi] a year, to 
say nothing of those that burned 
coal. 

With the introduction of natural 
gas, the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co. faced a problem of, roughly, 
a 50 per cent drop in gas consump- 
tion because the heat content of 
natural gas is twice as high as that 
of manufactured gas. Added to 
that were revenue losses through 
rate reductions. This is being met, 
however, by increased sales of 
natural gas to industries and to 
home owners who are turning to 
gas for house heating. During 
1930, 1000 homes have substituted 
gas furnaces for other appliances, 
another 2000 have converted their 
old furnaces to burn the new fuel. 
Altogether more than 7000 San 
Francisco homes are now heated by 
gas and two-thirds of the new 
homes are being equipped with gas 
furnaces. This total does not in- 
clude the other thousands that use 
gag fireplaces. 

An Aid to Borrowers. 

In this regard, it is interesting 
to note that many building and 
loan associations have recognized 
the advent of natural gas and 
have framed new policies based on 
its safety, convenience and cleanli- 
ness. They announce that they 
will lend more money on new 
homes that are to be equipped 
with gas furnaces than on those 
with other types of heating on the 
ground that houses with modern 
gas heating can be more readily 
sold or rented than others.

AGREEMENT SOUGHT 
WITH KELLOGG PACT 


Chief Difficulty Is to De- 
‘tions Shall Be Used to 
- Prevent Conflict.

GENEVA, Sept. 26.—The Disar- 
mament Committee of the League 
of Nations Assembly declined today 
to direct that a general disarma- 
ment conference be called in 1931. 

While defeating the German pro- 
posal to authorize the Council to 
make the call,:the committee de- 
cided to say in its report that the 
Assembly “expressed the desire” 
that the conference be held before 
the end of next year. 

Th resolution finally adopted by 
the committee asked the Council 
to summon a general disarmament 
conference “as seon as possibie.” 

Count von Bernstorff, the Ger- 
man representative, denounced 
what he called lack of progress in 
disarmament and declared that the 
phrase “as soon as possible” had 
been used with regard to a disar- 
mament conference for four years 
and “meant nothing.” 

Covenant Revision to Committee. 

Threatened with postponement 
because of wide divergence of opin- |} 
ion, the proposal to revise the 
League Covenant to forbid war 
completely was handed over to- 
day by the Assembly's Judiciary 
Committee to a small sub-commit- 
tee which will attempt to har- 
monize conflicting views. 

It is the hope ot League dele- 
gates that the subcommittee will 
bring in a solution of the problem 
which will permit the Assembly 
during the present session to adjust 
the covenant to a new standard of 
international dealing set by the 
Kellogg pact.’ 

The chief difficulty in attempt- 
ing to insert the principle of the 
Kellogg pact into the covenant lies 
in determining if and how far the 
system of sanctions shall be extend- 
ed to enforce the complete prohibi- 
tion of private wars which the Kel- 
logg pact contains. 

Backward Step Feared. 

Belief that the League might 
take a backward step by failing to 
enact amendments forbidding war 
was expressed by the Danish dele- 
gate, Holger Andersen. 

The Austrian spokesman,* Max 
Hoffinger, said that if the question 
were adjourned until next year the 
effect on public opinion would be 
unfortunate. He asserted the pub- 
lic would say that the League did 
not know what its covenant pro- 
vides and what the Kellogg pact 
Means. - . 

Philip Baker of Great Britain 
said postponement was not justi- 
fied. He said the public expected 
the Assembly to plug up the war 
gap in the covehant and “attain the 
advanced stage of internationa] 
opinion embodied in the Kellogg 
pact.” 

Belgian Supports Briton. 

Henri Rolin of Belgium support- 
ed Baker and objected to the Ru- 
manian proposal that the question 
be submitted to a committee of 
political representatives. He said 
that the jurists who drew up the 
amendments were Government lead- 
ers and insisted that the Assembly 
itself is competent to deal with 
the pelitical side of the question. 

“We are all agreed,” he said, ‘that 
we must insert radical prohibitions 
of war into the covenant. The big 
question is what shall be the place 
and extent of these-prohibitions.”

What Ails St. Louis. wail 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

F you ask me (and I’m not saying you 

did, understand) what is wrong with 
St. Louis, I reply that it suffers from a 
recurrent rash between the shoulder 
blades from patting itself on the back. 
If you reflect back a span or two, you 
will see, as I do, short intervals of 
achievement, followed by a period of 
wonderment that the thing could have 
been done, followed by 10 years of mu- 
tual congratulation among the luncheon 
clubs, press and pulpit, followed by 
someone’s emart idea that St. Louis 
ought to advertise its virtues. 

When I was a very young ‘un, every- 
body was harking back to the World's 
Fair. This went on until the passage of 
the bond issue in—when was it? This, 
in turn, was followed by Lindbergh's 
flight and we are still within the shadow 
of this achievement. Prior to the 
World’s Fair, the building of Eads 
Bridge stood out and prior to that, lead- 
ership In the fur trade, I suppose. And 
prior to that, Rierre Laclede's 10 ring- 
ers in a row at quoits. 

Lindbergh, who put 8t. Louis on the 
front page all over the globe (if THAT 
is of any value), has. unconsciously 
erected an obstacle that will hold up 
civic progress for years. Not that I 
mind, for ere the buds of gentle spring 
pop again, I shall have journeyed west. 
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ernment of the Greater St. Louis will have the power 
the people of the entire territory of the city and 
county; to police the county districts and highways;

The results to be obtained through the organiza 
tion of the greater city are so desirable that they 
offset to.a great extent the risks of the experiment. 
It is a question how much chatice the people should 
take in working out the experiment in order to at- 
tain these ends, rae 

We mentioned the possibility of difficulties in ad- 
justing the powers of the different municipal units 

the practical working out of the scheme; but there 
is in addition a good possibility in the constitutional 
amendment proposed. It is possible ultimately to 
work out 2 complete merger of city and county with- 
out a change in the amendment. Clause 4 under 
Subsection 2 provides that any two or more adjoin- 
ing municipal districts may consolidate into a single 
municipal corporation “with the consent of three- 


fifths of the qualified voters of each of the consoll- 


dating municipal districts voting separately thereon 
at a general or special election.” . This clause per- 
mits a merger of any municipal communities, or of 
the county area or any part of it, with any units; the 
extending of the boundaries of any municipal unit, 
with the consent of two-thirds of the voters of the 
municipality extending its boundaries and the people 
of the territory to be included. 

Under Subsection 3, Clause 4 provides for a trans 
fer to the city of St. Louis and the exclusive exer- 
cise thereof “of any of the powers or ‘duties pos- 
sessed or performed prior to such transfer by the city 
of St. Louis, county of St. Louis, or any city, town, 
village, sewer, drainage or levee district therein; or 
by-any municipal district or county district of the 
city of Greater St. Louis, or by any officer or author- 
ity of any of the foregoing.” Under these two provi- 
sions of the Constitution any of the municipalities 
and the county area or any part of it may merge, 
with the consent of the voters; or any of the mu 
nicipalities or county districts may transfer all their 
powers and duties to the city of St. Louis and thus 
become an integral: part of it. So that there is a 
possibility of the merger of all the separate unite 
within the city of Greater St. Louis to come together 
under one government without any change in the 
constitutional amendment. 

The county, as it now stands, is broken up into 
separate municipal units and county districts, so that 
it will ne longer be a question of taking in the en- 
tire county or any ‘part of it as a county, but thé 
separate units may merge. If the people of any mu- 
nicipality feel, after trying out the operation of the 
present form of merger, that a complete merger 
would be desirable, they can merge with each other 
and with the city of St. Louis. The people of the 
towns and villages immediately adjoining St. Louis 
may decide that it would be better to become a part 
of the city of St. Louis. This can be accomplished 
by vote. It is possible that the people of all the 
municipalities may eventually decide that merging 
into one city is advantageous. . That can ,be accom- 
plished by vote. : 

This possibility of mergers éventually consolidating 
a large number or all of the units into one city is 
worthy the consideration of the voters, It has hith- 
erto been impossible f accomplish this with the con- 
sent of the people of the city and county. But it may 
work out in the experiment of the merger in its 
present form. This possibility, much to be desired, 
should be taken into consideration by the voters. of 
both the city and county. The decision will rest with 
the people of the municipal units and the county 
area after a trial of the merger plan.

ity deceives victim; tables ‘may be accurate, but too often: present “only ‘one 
side or are based on false premise; modern notion errs.in holding one must 


measure things to understand them; danger not in ise but in misuse of statistics.

HERE is an old and true jest which 
says that there are three kind» of ‘les, 


bad, worse and worst, and that these . 


are lies, damned lies and statistics. The 
reason this joke is true is that statistics 
can be genérally used to convince people of 
a falsehood. 

If you tell people common lies (such, for 


instance, ag telling the workmen in one of ~ 


our great industrial towns that they lead 
happier lives-than peasants) yoy may put 
it plainly, as a bald lie intended to dope 
your victim into a false content; or you 
may emDellish the remark with a quantity 
of illustration and fine language to per- 
suade him the more and then your lie may 
properly be called a damned iie—for in the 
evil you are doing you are showing a zeal 
which has a diabolical touch about it. 
But if you actually convince the man of 
what looks like the plain proof of figures, 
if you show him by comparative tables 
that he must be happier because he con- 
sumés more of this or that or has more 
money or what not, then .you ate telling the 
worst lie of all, which is the lie of statistics. 
The way the statistical lie works is this: 
You take for granted a certain false princi- 
ple. You don’t attempt to prove it if your 
victim is already poisoned by it. If he is 


_ not you suggest it by implying it. Then 


you show that, according to this false first 
principle, certain figures prove your con- 
clusioW. You leave out other figures which 
would destroy your conclusion—and there

out of her control and without her 
it failed . . . because 
of a deadly monotonous second act 
and an almost equally monotonous 
third act.” 

Miss Barrymore’s characteriza- 
tion of Sister Mary, who turns to 
wholesale lovers when her  hus- 
band deserts her for another wom- 
an, was deemed excelled visually, 
although frequently she could not 
be heard. Her daughter appeared 
at ease, made four brief appear- 
ances and had little to do. Her 
debut was in contrast with that of 
her mother as “Julia” in “The 
Rivals,” 36 years ago.

DRYS INCONSISTENT, 
SAYS MRS. M'CORMICK 


Asserts Anti-Saloon League Ig- 
nores Stands Similar to Hers 
in Four Other States. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HARRISBURG, IIL, Sept. 26.— 
Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCormick and 
other State Republican candidates 
and officers made Harrisburg their 
headquarters for a time yesterday 
before continving their downstate 
tour. Frank L, Smith and Richard 
Yates, candidates for Vongressman- 
at-large spoke here. Mrs. McCor- 
miek, speaking at Vienna asked 
a humber of questions of the 
Anti-Saloon League and _ Lottie 
Holman O’Neill, independent can- 
didate for the Senate. 

The league called Mrs. McCor- 
mick “unsatisfactory” when she an- 
nounced that, though personally 
dry, she would abide by the result 
of the State referendum on prohi- 
bition. 

“Why does ihe ‘Anti-Saloon 
League enter Illinois politics to de- 
feat me,”” Mrs! McCormick asked as 
the first question, ‘‘or the pretense 
that it objects to my stand on the 
referendum, when it makes no such 
fight on the four dry Senators in 
Other states who have taken posi- 
tions identical with my own?” 

“Will the Anti-Saloon League 
candidate ignore the result of the 
poll?” she continued. 

Next she wanted to know if the 
league proposes to repeal the pub- 
lic policy act under which the ref- 
erendum is being called, and why, 
if the referendum is a “wet” one, 
the “dripping wet’? Democratic 
platform condemns it and the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union appealed to its members to 
participate in the balloting? 

“Will the anti-majority-rule par- 
ty make full accounting to the 
United States ‘Senate of the finan- 


‘cial assistance it is receiving or may 


receive from Eastern international- 
ists who want to force the United 
States into the League of Nations 
Court?” 

“Will the anti-majority-rule par- 
ty in Illinois support candidates for 
office who vote dry, regardless of 
whether those candidates notori- 
ously drink wet?’’ 

Mrs. McCormick denied that the 
league supported her in the pri- 
mary election, asserting dry offi-. 
cers toured the State in support of 
Senator Charles Deneen, her oppo- 
nent. 

The program of the party yes- 
terday afternoon and last night in- 
cluded an appearance of Mrs. Me- 
Cormick and Blair at Vienna and 
of Mrs. McCormick at Metropolis. 
Senator Glenn and Buek went to 
Elizabethtown earlier in the after- 
noon and were joined at Golconda 
last night by Blair. 

Carlstrom appeared at Mounds, 
Smith and Yates at Mound City, and 
the three together at Cairo.

Be Carefully Planned for 
Good Nutrition. 


Every year thousands of chil- 
dren have to eat their noon meal 
in their school buildings. In many 
of these, regular lunchrooms have 
been established where children

There are, however, a very large 
number of lunch boxes still being 
packed at home, and it is with 
these that we are immediately con- 
cerned. 
Lanch Box Meals. 

Malnutrition is far more com- 
mon among school children than 
many people realize, and it is more 
often the result of the wrong kind 
of food, rather than from lack of 
food. Hurried breakfasts or lack 
of appetite for breakfast start the 
youngster off wrong for the day, 
and a poorly planned or thought- 
less lunch often finishes the job. 

The lunchbox meal should be ds 
carefully planned and considered 
as any other mean of the day, and 
care should be taken to make it 
appetizing and attractive. This 
takes a little time, to be sure, but 
there is no reason why every child 
over 10 cannot, or should not, be 
taught to put up his or her own 
lunch. Supervision will of course 
be necessary, but the job can be 
turned over to the child himself. 
Or where there are several lunches 
to pack each day, assign the tesk 
for certain periods to different 
members of the family. 

Sandwiches form the staple part 
of every lunch box meal, and mil- 
lions and millions have been made, 
packed and eaten—good, bad and 
indifferent ones. With a Ilittle 
care sandwiches can be made more 
than inviting, and it is not at all 
a difficult task. For children, use 
bread that is 24 hours old, cut it 
thin and butter both slices, for 
butter is a health food and grow- 
ing children need it: If peanut 
butter is used, mix it first with a 
little softened butter and spread 
on both slices of bread. Never melt 
butter for“~wandwiches, as it soaks 
into the bread. In cold weather 
soften the butter by working it 
with a fork until it will spread eas- 
ily. 


Sandwich Fillings. 

For fillings use hard cooked 
eges, chopped fine and mixed with 
a little mayonnaise or chile sauce: 
chopped eggs and minced celery: 
peanut butter, chopped or thinly 
slice@ meat, cheese, jelly, chopped 
nuts or nut butter, chopped dates, 
figs or raisins. These are only a 
few suggestions. Whatever the 
filling, see that it is rather moist 
and thet it is spread generously. 
Lettuce ehould be used as often as 
possible either alone or preferably 
in combination with other fillings. 

Vary the kind of bread used— 
ryé, raisin, nut, wholewheat and 
white are all wholesome and by 
their variety add to the interest 
that can be stimulated for the 


meal. 
Fruit Is Wholesome. 

In addition to well-made sand- 
wiches, each lunch box should ocen- 
tain some kind of fruit that carries 
well and that is juicy. Apples, 
pears, oranges, tangerines, grapes, 
figs, bananas, peaches and plums 
are all good. If cooked fruit can 
be carried use apple sauce, baked 
apple, stewed pears or apricots. 
Firm ripe tomatees may take the 
place of fruit when they are avail- 
able and for variety. 

Give some consideration to «ea 
chila’s craving for a sweet by sup- 
plying a few cookies, or some 
dates, figs or raisins, oceasionally 
@ piece Hf chocolate or some hard 
candy. 

Several sandwiches, eome fruit 
and a simple sweet will make e 
well-balanced and nutritious lunch. 
and if it is daintily put together 
and carefully packed it cannot help 
but prove appetizing. Plenty of 
waxed paper to wrap each sand- 
wich separatély, a paper napkin 
and a lunch box that is se packed 
that the feod cannot rattle areund 
ana mash up are really necessery 
if the chilé’s appetite is to be 
tempted.

In most sections of the country 
these last weeks of September show 
some of the late summer fruits and 
vegetables still in the market, and 
this week’s meals have been 
planned to make as wide a use of 
them as possible. 

Slightly heartier appetites de- 
mand a little change in the food 
plan from that used in the mem- 
orable hot weather, but it is best to 
still include a good amount of the 
fresh fruits, vegetables and salads 
that were so plentifully used in the 
summer meals. Grapes, pears, late 
peaches, plums, late corn, summer 
squash, beans, epinach, tomatoes— 
these are still to be had. Oranges 
and grapefruit are improving in 
quality and apples are quite plen- 
tiful. 

In planning this week’s meals, it 
is wise to use foods that are sea- 
sonable because they are generally 
the least expensive, and to plan the 
various meals to include the great- 
est variety, both in flavor and kind 
that is possible for a moderate cost, 

Additions may, of course, be 
made as desired. Soup, for instance, 
may he added to a dinner menu, 
or an extra vegetable, or an appe- 
ticer used to make the meal more 
elaborate. Sunday’s dinner might 
well start with a fruit cup or 4 
clear consomme before the duck is 
served 

In selecting the duck that makes 
the roast for Sunday, buy one that 
is prusneret its size and that 

#ut five pounds. Smaller 
ones are likely to have very little 
meat on their frames, and larger 
oces may be tough or strong in fla- 
vor.

A piece of brisket is a good cut 
for the boiled beef served in the 
middle of the week, or, if pre- 
ferred, a piece of the shank, 
shoulder or chuck may be used. 
Such cuts of meat require longer 
end slower cooking than the more 
tender parts, but the flavor and 
nutritive value is equally as good 
and they cost very little. A four- 
pound piece of chuck or brisket 
will make two meals for four peo- 
pie—served as cabbage rolls the 
second time.

Most housekeepers realize that 
oné of the good brands of ready 
made mayonnaise is a great con- 
venience and is no more expensive 
than the same quantity made at 
home. It has the added advantage 
of always being the same in qual- 
ity, and those who have ever 
struggled with mayonnaise that re- 
fused to thicken will appreciate 
what that means. The ingredients 
used in the best brands of commer- 
cial mayonnaise are pure and 
wholesome—in fact just about 
what the home cook would use 
herself. 

Since salads have come to occu- 
py so large a place in our national 
diet, there has grown up a demand 
for variety in salad dressings. It 
is an art—and one not difficult to 
learn—to be able to serve a salad 
that is just right in all its details. 
And the flavor and kind of dress- 
ing used have much to do with 
making or marring the dish. 

There are two main divisions of 
salad dressings—mayonnaise and 
French dressing—and these admit; 
of almost endless changes in fla- 
vor by simply adding onions, 
pickles, chopped: chives, capers, 
flavored vinegars, parsley, tomato 
pulp, horseradish, cream, chili 
sauce, catsup, etc. 

The most popular dressings are 
Russian, cream mayonnaise, Thou- 
sand Island, plain mayonnaise, 
olive and pickle relish and tartare 
sauce. These are all made by ad- 
ding various seasonings to a plain 
mayonnaise. Then there is French 
dressing, and the Spanish, fruit 
French, piquant, spicy and honey 
dressings that are variations of it. 
Now when and how are these all 
used ? 

Cream mayonnaise is made by 
mixing one-half cup thick mayon- 
naise with one teaspoon lemon or 
fresh lime juice, one teaspoon 
sugar and one cup whipped cream. 
Smaller amounts may be made, of 
course, using the same proportions. 
This is served with fruit salads that 
are used for dessert, or with froz- 
en fruit salads, and frozen tomato 
salad. : 

Russian and ‘Thousand Island 
dressing are best with egg, fish or 
meat salads, and with some véege- 
tables such as hearts of lettuce, 
shredded cabbage, chilled brussels 
sprouts, potato and celery salad, 
etc. To make Russian dressing add 
one tablespoon shredded green 
pepper, one-third cup chili sauce 
and one-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce to one-half cup mayon- 
naise. A little minced onion may 
also be added if the chili sauce is 
a bit sweet, as some varieties are. 
Thousand Island is very similar to 
Russian, except that one-third cup 
tomate catsup is used instead of 
the chili sauce, and two  table- 
spoons chopped olives are added, 
and one-fourth cup whipped cream 
folded in just before serving. 

Tartare sauce is served with fish, 
either hot or cold, and especially 
fried fish, salmon, oysters and 
clams. Add to one-half cup thick 
mayonnaire, one tablespoon tar- 
regon vinegar, one. tablespoon 
chopped chives or minced Onion, 
one tablespoon minced parsley and 
the same of chopped olives and 
pickle relish. 

All of these dressings may be 
mixed and kept in covered jars in 
the icebox for use when needed.

Inauguration of fast freight serv- 
lice by the Mississippi Valley Barge 
Line Co., privately owned, operat- 
ing as a common carrier and serv- 
ing territory away from the rivers 
by joint rates with connecting rail- 

ds, was announced today to be- 
gin next week between Cincinnati 


and New Orleans, : 

Announcement was made by L. 
Wade Childress of St. Louis, head 
of Columbia Terminals Co. and 
president of the new barge line. 
The concern has been capitalized 
at $3,500,000 by a group of St. 
Louis and New York bankers and 
business men. 

Childress said that the service 
would be expanded and extended 
to other rivers as traffic and chan- 
nel improvement warrant. Practi- 
cability of an extensive system, he 
said, had been exhaustively studied 
before the backers decided to take 
ithe initial step. 

Rates on the new barge line were 
announced as 10 to 25 per cent 
lower than all-rail rates. The line 
will begin with express service ex- 
clusively. Tows will depart each 
week from New Orleans and Cin- 
cinnati. Six days will be required - 
for the downstream trip, and 123 to 
14 upstream. The first tow will 
consist of a 2000-horsepower tow- 
boat and 12 300-ton barges. 

Four $410,000 Towboats. 

Equipment includes 50 of the 
barges and four of the large $410,- 
000 towboats, with two small tow- 
boats, of the caterpillar design de- 
veloped in St. Louls, and seven 
small barges for use in “feeder” 
lines on such rivers as the Arkan- 
sas. 
The big towboats, with tunnel- 
type screw propulsion, are de- 
scribed as capable of 10 to 12 miles 
an hour downstream and four to 
six miles an hour against the cur- 
rent of the Lower Mississippi or 
the open Ohio. The Ohio is not 
an open river for much of the year, 
since the low-water channel is 
reaintained at nine-foot depth by 
dams which make it a_ series of 
long, narrow lakes. The towboats 
draw 7% feet, with 200-foot length 
and 40-foot beam. 

Each boat has radio equipment 
for constant communication with 
the company’s radio station in Cin- 
cinnati. Each is expected to tow 
2000 to 3000 tons fast freight, and 
about 8000 tons in tows of 20 to 
25 barges, at a round-trip average 
of about four miles an hour when 
heavy freight service is inaugurat- 


ed.

CAMERA PICTURES INSECTS 
300 TIMES NATURAL SIZE 


Development of UT. S. Department 
of Agriculture Filiminates Te- 
dious Work by Artists. 


Sperial ta the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Much 


of the tedious work on the part of 
artists in illustrating minute forms 
of plantand animal life which can 
be seen only through a microscope 
has been overcome by photographic 
apparatus recently developed by J. 
G. Pratt, scientific photographer in 
the Bureau of Entomology of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Heretofore it was impossible to 
get clear pictures of insects or oth- 
er biological specimens more than 
10 or 15 times their natural size. 
With the camera and lighting de- 
vice perfected by Pratt he is able 
to get g00d photographs as much 
as 300 times natural size. 

The difficulties encountered in 
photography at high magnification, 
according to Pratt, have been flat- 
ness of field and lack of proper 
illumination. These difficulties 
have been overcome by developing 
a lighting device many hundreds 
of times stronger than sunlight and 
through the use of lenses which 
have great depth of focus.

Those werdly life-like little figures 
in black and white which skip 
across the screens in short’ sub- 
jects supplementing the feature pic- 
ture have become so favored a part 
of the exhibitors’ programs that

So closely do these comical crea- 
tures approximate the movement 
and the manner of human beings 
that one wonders by what process 


make one reel of Silly Symphonies. 
A reel is some 600 feet long. An 
animated subject is not created 
overnight. From two to. three 
weeks’ work goes into each of 
them. 

The process bf actual produc- 
tion differs little from that of pro- 
duction in the feature film studios 
where real men and women act be- 
fore the camera. Preparations are 
made in Mr. Disney's comparative- 
ly miniature studio for the making 
of a subject exactly as they are 
made at the Paramount, the Fox 
or the United Artists studio. The 
idea is the same, but it is a fact 
that the method differs.

N the animated cartoon, to be- 
| gin, there is the necessity of 

capturing an idea or a story. 
This is written into scenario form. 
The scenario is _broken up into 
scenes and sequences with the 
usual “long shots,” “‘medium close- 
ups” and “‘close-ups.’’ The sets, or 
background, are designed and 
roughly drawn and these are 
turned over to the scenic depart- 
ment to be painted. These are pre- 
pared, of course, to fit the action. 
The action of the various charac- 
ters moves and plays against these 
stationary backgrounds or sets. 

A “gag’’ meeting is held, attend- 
ed by the studio staff, and every- 
one submits ideas for comedy ac- 
tions. The musical director sug- 
gests tunes for the running picture. 
The idea is born. From this nebu- 
lous idea the story in detail is 
written into a scenario. This is 
broken down into sequences and 
scenes and each scene is handed 
to the various artists, with instruc- 
tions as to the action to be drawn. 
As each scene is plotted and laid

draw, but what the music will be. 

As each frame, or smal! one-inch 
square, of film must account for a 
certain position of action, the mu- 
sic and the action synchronize per- 
fectly, and along with the music 
and sound, interpolated speech 
(used in many of the animated 
subjects). is recorded also on the 
edge of the film, precisely as is 
done in the regular picture plays.

HEN an artist has completed

ATURALLY, the artists em- 
N ployed in this highly technical 

field must possess a keen un- 
derstanding of the movement and 
mannerism of persons and animals.

Mr. Disney adds that his 
artists are trained to cause their 
characters to move and react to a 
rhythm timed to the s»cond.
